‘This 
is the only explanation which can be 
furnished here of the almost nunprece- 
dented short time in which the steamehip 
sank. ‘This also accounts for the few 
people saved, asa majority of those on 
board muet have been asleep in their 
berths at the time the vessel struck.

Three Times Worse Than Keported. 


The first official report to reach Wash

“Deaths caused by tidal waves estimated 
at over 30,000 in reports up to date,”

VENEZUELANS AGGRESSIVE. 
A British Official Arrested and Im- 
prisoned. 


Word reaches official quarteraat Wash- 
ington that sir Augustus Hemming, the 
uew governor-general of British Guiana, 
is meeting with the same reversee that 
marked the administration of his prede- 
cessor, Sir Francia Lee, in executin the 
policy of Mr. Chamberlain to buy Maxim 
gung for the Venezuela frontier. Sir 
Angustna recently had his firet meeting 
with the high court or legislative body of 
British Guiana. He had been appointed 
to ancceed Sir Francis largely because of 
the defeat of Mr. Chamberlain’s proposi- 
tions for developing the interior mm the 
neighborhood of disputed boundary 
along the Cuyuni river, and then fortify - 
ing it. Jt was belieyed ‘he diplomacy of 
Sir Augustus would be more effective in 
dealing with the colonists. The mail 
jast received here brings the details of 
his first meeting with the high court. 


In an address of welcome, the goveryor, 
Mr. Ingalls, speaking for the court, re 
ferred incidentally to the Venezaelan 
tronble. Hae eaid his excellency had ar- 
rived ata dark time in the history of the 
colony, but they hoped that the cloud 
overhanging them wonld soon pass and 
that eunehine wonld appear. 


Sir Augustas expressed his thanks for 
the greeting, and then procecded to busi- 
ness by submitting a plan for the de- 
velopment of the interior along the tines 
proposed by Mr. Chamberlain last fall, 
It was in the form of a resolution, recit- 
ing that asa survey had been authorized 
toavointonthe Esequibo coast or the 
Lower Cuyuhi river, it was now exped- 
iant to extend the survey between the 
Kartnma and Parimi river. The resola- 
lion authorized the expenditare of $5 000 
for the survey. : 

Ihe government recretary explained 
that it was expected to have a railway, 
ism laa tong, in this district. He urged 
jte alyantege to the gold fields, without 
referring to ifs military and atragetic 
valine, to which Mr. Chamberlain bad 
referred in urging the previous survey. 

Opposition to the pian econ developed 
in the court, led by Mr. Dargan, He said

Other members of the court Fpoke in 
the came line, The government secre- 
tary and the attorney veneral endeavor— 
ed to overcome the opporition. They 
were warned, however, that ifthe resoln- 
tion was putto vote it would be defeated. 
Therespon the new governor general 
withdrew the motion, As thia was his 
fire! step afer arriving in deyeloping the 
policy of the Britivh colonial cflice, the 
forced) withdrawal of the rerolation was 
regarded ac an inauepiciona opening fur 
“t. Anenetua, administiation of affairs 
connec ed with the Venezuelan question, 

Mr. Harrison the cflicial who was in

Venezuela 
con! not have adopted a more nnfortan- 
ate action in hero@n interest. [t is easy 
foseethatan attempt will be at once 
made to remove the frontier question 
from the region of argument and conecil 
iation to the atmesphere of passion and 
tut the two qucstous iinst 
be keptapart. the boundary must he 
kept apart. The bonnadary must be 
settled calmly, while the violence done 
to Harrigon most be promptly andown.”

cether and dragvad (hrongh thetown toa | 


posenoen the outekirts. An hoor later 
a pore of cllivera and soldiers entered 
the prison. All brutally attacked the 
helpless prisoners and with whipe tloeged 
them ferociously for fally half an hoor. 
The followmg evening the ac- 
cused were puton trial. The two ad- 
tmittedly innocent men were released 
forthwith, and the boatewain and car- 
pentar were liberated upon the payment 
of a fine of]ess than @ each. which was 
a tactic admission of the trifling charac- 
ter of the cilence.

Commercial Federation. 


The other night at the conference of 
the United Empire Trade League heid in 
London for the purpose of discussing the 
question of the commercial federation of 
the empire, the Right Hon. James Low- 
ther, M. P., formerly under secretary for 
the colonies, chief secretary for lreland, 
presided. Sir Joseph G. Colmer, secre- 
tarv to the Canadian high commissioner, 
in London, madea speech, in which he 
referred to the motion made by the Hon. 
Featherstone Wasler, of Yoronto, at the 
recent congreaa of the chamber of com- 
merce of the empire bearing upon the 
advantages arising from closer union of 
the empire, which would jistify an ar- 
rangement as nearly as possible in the 
nature ofa zollverin, Sir Jcseph declar- 
ed a zollverin impracticable jnst now, 
owing to the fact that some of the ealo- 
nicé were unable to face the decrease in 
revenue that would follow. It was sug- 
gestad that duties on tea and coffee, and 
cereals from the colonies be reduced to 
one half the present amount. He moved 
that the conference shoull urge the gou- 
ernment to abrogate es soon as poseible 
the articles of the treaties with Beiginm 
and Germany which prevented the cal- 
onies from giving preferential treatment 
of British goods, and alse moved that an 
Impartial eummercial conference be sam 
moncd, These motions were adopted,

The bees of Cyprus have been spoken of 
as excellent honey getters, During the 
Middle Ages bee-keeping was an import- 
ant and profitable industry on that island, 
more than 206,000 hives being in opera- 
tion, it is said. In those days the pro- 
duction of honey was of greater import- 
ance to mankind than at present, inas- 
much as the suyar-cane and other sugar 
producing plauts were unknown, and the 
only sugar makers were the bees, Now, 
there are not more than 30,000 hives in 
Cyprus, the business having been nearly 
ruined by the oppressive taxes levied by 
the Turks. The people of the island 
usually are unwilling to sell any of their 
bees, believing that those left behind will 
fy away after the ones thatare disposed 
of. Bees are frequently represented on 
the monuments of Fyevpt, and in that 
country centuries before Cleopatra reigned 
they were kept on a very large scale. 
Thousands of b irces freichted with hives 
were floated up and down the Nile in order 
to afford the insects pasture on the flowers 
along the banks, 

Each colony of bees in good condition at 
the opening Of the season contains a lay- 
ing queen and 30.000 To 40,000 worker bees, 
or6 to S quarts by measurement. The 
queen lays allof the eggs which are de- 
posited in the hive, sometimes laying as 
many as 4.000 in twenty-four hours. She 
mates but once, yin r from the hive to 
meet the male bee, or drone, high in the

air. This she does when five to nine days 
old, Atthe time of the queen’s mating 
there are in the hive neither eggs nor 


young grubs from which to rear another 
queen. Thus, should she be lost, no more 
fertile eggs would be deposited, and, the 
old workers gradually dying off, without 
being replar ed by young ones, the colony 
would become extinet in the course of a 
few months at most, or meet a speedier 
fate at the hands of intruders, such as 
robber bees and wasps, which its weak- 
ness would prevent its repelling longer. 
Often it happens that queens during the 
nuptial flight are eaten by birds or other- 
wise lost, and this is probably a provision 
of nature to prevent bees from multiply- 
ing too fast, without such 
checks they would soon become a pest, 
The liquid secreted in the nectaries of 
flowers is thin and watery. Bees suck or 
lap it up with their texible 
Which are about a quarter of an inch long, 
They put it awayin a little sacin the 
abdomen. The nectar thus gathered has 
at first araw, rank taste, With the flavor 
and odor peculiar to the plant from which 
itistaken.

Bees range ordinarily within two or 
three miles in all directions from their 
homes. Incidentally totheir ragular avoca- 
tions, they are obliged to defend them- 
selves against Various enemies. Among 
these one of the most dreaded is the bee 
moth, which lays its eggs in the hive, if 
it can obtain an entrance, or in crevices 
about it. The larvae hatched from these 
gus gnaw passages through the combs of 
the bees. At nightfall the moths may be 
seen flitting about the hive entrances, 
waiting for an opportunity to enter. 
Dragon flies and several other species of 
flies capture and devour honey bees. Some 
ofthe larger ants and social wasps are 
very troublesome to the bee-keeper in 
Warm countries, seizing the workers and 
cutting them to pieces with their power- 
fuljaws Having once reduced the hive 
defenders, they even make bold to enter 
and carry off the queen. Toads and liz- 
ards eat many bees, and swallows and 
kingbirds are foes of the hive. Now and 
then mice gain access in the winter, gnaw- 
Ing among the combs a nest cavity, and 
eating honey, pollen and bees. When 
forage is scarce in the field, bees belong- 
ing to different colonies often wage flerce 
wars the stores already in hives. 
Thousands are killed and the victors 
relentlessly carry off as booty every drop 
of honey from the vanquished hive, leav- 
its bees to starve miserably. <A great stir

(Queen bees are now transported nearly 
always by mail. They are sent to all parts 
of the United States, and even to foreign 
countries, confined in little wooden cages, 
with a food supply of candy made by 
kneading tine sugar and honey together. 
This, together with the address aud a le 
stump, completes the arrangement fora 
queen and cight to twelve attendant 
workers to take a journey of 3,000 miles. 
It is estimated that the number of queens 
sold and thus transported annually in the 
United States 1s about 2.000, The bee- 
keeper of to-day, after having removed 
the honey from the combs in his centrit- 
uval niachine, returns them, but slightly 
injured, to be retilled by the bees, and at 
the end of the are 
stored away for use in subsequent years. 
by this means the working force is turned 
tothe production of honey rather than of 
wax. Itis an odd fact that the invention 
of the centrifugal extractor Was an acci 
dent pure and simple.
